To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Kettering  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Kidner  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Rural  District  for  1943.  I have  taken 
this  opportunity  to  issue  a more  comprehensive  report  than  those 
that  have  been  given  since  1938,  and  for  comparative  figures  a 
survey  report  of  the  years  1939  to  1943  is  included. 

In  March,  1939,  the  parish  of  Corby  became  a separate  Authority, 
almost  equally  dividing  the  population  of  the  Rural  District. 

The  vital  statistics  may  be  regarded  as  satisfactory  especially 
the  infantile  mortality  rates  which  never  reached  the  level  for  that 
of  the  rest  of  the  Country  during  the  five  yearly  period. 

It  is  satisfying  to  record  that  89%  of  children  between  5 and 
15  years  of  age  have  been  immunised  against  diphtheria.  The  figure 
for  children  under  5 years,  51%,  is  not  so  satisfactory  and  this  must 
be  increased  in  order  to  obtain  a high  “ herd  immunity.” 

The  district  is  a reception  area  under  the  Government  Evacuation 
Scheme  and  from  September,  1939,  a high  proportion  of  the  time  of 
the  department  was  occupied  with  the  many  problems,  both  social 
and  hygienic  which  constantly  occurred.  2,819  evacuees  were 
received  into  the  district  and  officially  billeted.  Great  credit  is  due 
to  Mr.  Lewis,  the  additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  his  work  in 
carrying  out  the  scheme. 

I wish  to  express  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  support  and  also  to  the  Clerk,  and  to  the  Sanitary 
Surveyor,  Mr.  Wallis,  for  his  willing  help  and  co-operation.

(b)  Ambulance  facilities* — Infectious  cases  are  removed  by 
the  ambulance  of  the  Joint  Hospital  Board.  Non-infectious  and 
accident  cases  are  removed  by  the  ambulances  under  the  administra- 
tion of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

( c ) Nursing  in  the  Home* — The  District  Nursing  Association 
which  is  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association  provides  the 
services  of  whole-time  nurses  for  general  cases. 

(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics* — Two  County  Council 
Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  monthly.  One  at  Cottingham  and 
the  other  at  Wilbarston.  A Medical  Officer  attends  each  month. 

The  County  Council  is  the  Authority  for  the  treatment  of 
tuberculosis  and  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  attends  weekly  at  the 
Health  Clinic,  Market  Street,  Kettering. 

Orthopaedic  cases  attend  the  Manfield  Orthopaedic  Clinics  at 
Kettering  and  Corby  and  persons  suffering  from  venereal  diseases 
are  treated  at  the  Kettering  and  District  General  Hospital  every 
Thursday  evening  under  the  County  Council  scheme. 

Under  the  Scabies  Order,  1941,  arrangements  were  made, 
in  the  Spring  of  1942,  with  Corby,  Market  Harborough  and  Rothwell 
Urban  District  Councils  to  treat  persons  from  the  Rural  District 
at  their  cleansing  centres.  Very  few  people  attended  the  centres 
and  in  practice  most  of  the  cases  of  scabies  were  treated  in  their 
homes  except  in  the  case  of  evacuees  where  facilities  were  not  readily 
available.

SECTION  C*  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area* 

Water  Supply* — During  the  period  1939-1943  no  extension  of 
importance  has  been  carried  out.  Mains  have  been  laid  however, 
by  the  Corby  Water  Company  through  Geddington  and  Weldon 
to  other  authorities,  so  these  villages  might  be  connected  up  at  an 
early  date  after  the  termination  of  hostilities. 

A water  supply  for  the  village  of  Gretton  is  being  prepared, 
which  was  in  course  of  preparation  at  the  beginning  of  the  war. 
The  whole  of  the  water  supplies  of  the  district  are  being  investi- 
gated on  a county  basis,  so  every  village  should  ultimately  have  a 
piped  water  supply. 

Chlorination  apparatus  has  been  installed  during  the  war 
period,  at  the  Council’s  various  pumping  stations,  in  accordance 
with  Ministry  of  Health  instructions. 

Details  of  the  existing  water  supply  to  each  village  is  shown  in 
Table  1. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage* — During  the  period  under  review 
no  new  works  of  importance  have  been  undertaken.  A scheme  for 
the  extension  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  at  Broughton  has  been 
prepared  and  could  be  carried  out  when  normal  circumstances  allow. 

Village  septic  tanks  have  been  emptied  periodically.  Table  1 
gives  particulars  of  the  type  of  sewage  disposal  in  each  parish. 

Rivers  and  Streams* — Complaints  were  received  as  to 
effluents  from  military  installations  polluting  streams,  which  were 
investigated  and  improved. 

The  brook  at  Grafton  Underwood  has  been  cleaned  out. 

Scavenging* — Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  contract  and  hard 
refuse  is  collected  at  Broughton,  Cransley,  Cranford,  Geddington, 
Grafton  Underwood,  Gretton,  Harrington,  Loddington,  Newton, 
Pytchley,  Rushton,  Thorpe  Malsor  and  Weldon. 

Night  soil  is  collected  at  Geddington,  Gretton,  Rushton  and 
Weldon. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction* — Under  the  Rats  and  Mice 
Destruction  Act,  1919,  the  responsibility  of  eradicating  rats  and 
mice  is  upon  the  owner  and  occupier  of  premises.  All  complaints  of 
infestations  on  private  premises  are  investigated  and  advice  is  given. 
No  major  infestations  at  such  premises  have  been  discovered  or 
reported. 
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Infestations  on  agricultural  land  are  dealt  with  by  the  War 
Agricultural  Executive  Committee.  The  County  Council  Rodent 
Officer  is  dealing  with  the  refuse  tips  in  the  district,  under  contract 
between  the  two  authorities. 

Poison  baits  are  periodically  laid  on  the  sewage  disposal  works 
in  the  area. 

Moveable  Dwellings* — Moveable  dwellings  are  controlled 
by  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  which  provides  for 
the  licensing  of  sites  or  dwellings  where  the  period  of  occupation 
exceeds  42  consecutive  days.  Licences  have  been  granted  in  all 
cases  for  a maximum  period  of  twelve  months,  the  following  table 
showing  the  number  of  licences  granted  each  year  and  the  distribution

In  one  case  in  1943  where  application  was  refused,  an  appeal 
was  made  to  a Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  which  resulted  in  an 
order  being  made  for  a licence  to  be  granted  to  the  applicant  for 
a period  of  six  months. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs* — Five  cases  of  infestations  of 
dwelling  houses  with  bed  bugs  were  reported  and  dealt  with.  The 
causes  of  the  infestations  were  found  to  be  the  purchasing  of  second- 
hand furniture  and  the  bringing  of  infested  furniture  by  evacuated 
perons.  Zaldecide  fumigant  was  used  with  satisfactory  results 
in  each  case,  removal  of  wallpaper,  cleansing  and  redecorating  being 
carried  out  by  the  owners  concerned. 

Disinfection* — Fumigation  has  been  carried  out  of  all  rooms 
where  scarlet  fever  or  diphtheria  has  occurred  and  bedding  has  been 
disinfected.  The  facilities  at  London  Road  Institution  Kettering 
have  been  utilised  for  the  steam  disinfection  of  bedding.

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SECTION  D.  HOUSING. 


During  the  period  1939  to  1943  the  erection  of  new  houses  in 
the  district  has  practically  ceased,  and  unfit  property,  some  of  which 
had  been  scheduled  for  demolition  even  before  the  outbreak  of  war, 
remains  occupied  due  to  the  cessation  of  work  under  the  Housing 
Acts. 

Owing  to  the  acute  housing  shortage  and  the  necessity  for 
sheltering  bombed  out  persons,  licences  have  been  granted  under 
Regulation  68a  of  the  Defence  Regulations  1939,  for  groups  of 
houses  which  have  been  condemned  in  five  villages,  to  be  tempor- 
arily occupied  by  evacuated  families.  Essential  renovation  has 
been  carried  out  by  the  Council. 

Under  the  Government  war-time  scheme  for  the  erection  of 
cottages  for  agricultural  workers,  ten  such  dwellings  are  being 
built  in  the  district  and  are  constructed  in  pairs  at  the  villages  of 
Brampton  Ash,  Gretton,  Sutton  Bassett,  Weldon  and  Weston  by 
Welland. 

Work  under  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts  for  the  purpose 
of  rectifying  defects  and  abating  nuisances  at  dwelling  houses  has 
been  maintained  and  the  following  table  gives  details  of  the  work 
carried  out  during  1943.

Regular  sampling  of  milk  from  producers  is  carried  out  for 
the  purpose  of  testing  for  cleanliness  by  the  methylene-blue  reduction 
test.  Samples  are  taken  at  the  farms  and  are  in  the  main  from 
ungraded  producers,  the  results  of  individual  samples  being  notified 
to  the  producer  concerned.  Details  of  the  samples  taken  are  shown 
in  Table  3,  which  reveals  that  June,  July  and  August  are  the  months 
when  the  keeping  quality  of  milk  is  lowest,  and  that  the  average 
results  of  samples  taken  show  70%  to  be  good,  16%  moderate, 
14%  bad. 

Tuberculin  Tested  and  Accredited  producers  are  licensed  by 
the  County  Council,  who  carry  out  monthly  sampling,  whilst  regular 
sampling  from  rural  producers  is  also  carried  out  by  the  six  Urban 
and  Borough  Councils  adjoining  the  Rural  District  and  into  whose 
areas  the  greater  part  of  the  milk  produced  is  sent.  A general 
co-operation  exists  regarding  the  following  up  of  bad  samples. 

The  inspection  of  cows  contributing  to  milk  supply  is  carried 
out  by  the  Veterinary  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries. 
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Milk  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent 
to  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Northampton 
and  Leicester.

The  slaughtering  of  animals  to  be  sold  for  human  food  from 
private  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  ceased  in  January  1940, 
when  under  a Ministry  of  Food  Order  the  killing  of  such  animals 
was  only  permitted  at  their  centralised  abattoirs.  The  slaughtering 
of  cottager’s  pigs  has  however  greatly  increased  since  1939,  and  in 
1943  1,007  licences  were  granted  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  permitting 
such  slaughter  on  private  premises  in  the  rural  villages. 

Table  4 shows  for  1939  the  number  of  animals  inspected,  with 
a classification  of  the  diseases  discovered.  All  diseased  meat  was 
voluntarily  destroyed  and  practically  a 100%  inspection  of  slaughtered 
animals  was  carried  out. 

Slaughtermen*— Licences  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals 
Act  1933,  are  granted  by  the  Council  for  a period  of  three  years  to 
slaughtermen  in  the  district,  the  number  of  licences  granted  being 
as  follows  : — 1939 — 44.  1942 — 11. 

The  humane  killer  is  used  by  all  licensed  slaughtermen. 

Registration  of  Food  Premises* — The  granting  of  registration 
to  premises  used  for  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  ice  cream  or  the 
preparation  of  preserved  foods  under  Section  14  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  1938,  has  been  deferred  for  the  war  period. 

Fried  Fish  Shops  * — There  were  three  fried  fish  shops  in 
use  in  the  district  in  1939,  but  only  the  one  at  Broughton  remained 
in  use  in  1943. 
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Bakehouses* — There  are  21  bakehouses  in  use  in  the  area, 
eight  of  which  use  mechanical  power.  The  main  defect  during 
inspections  was  found  to  be  insufficient  frequency  of  white- 
washing, but  this  was  carried  out  as  requested  and  the  service  of 
written  notices  proved  unnecessary. 

Other  Foods. — Small  quantities  of  tinned  food  and  cooked 
meats  were  condemned  at  various  grocer  shops  and  N.A.A.F.I. 
canteens  in  the  district. 

Doubtful  samples  of  prepared  foods  were  sent  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  to  the  Public  Health  Emergency  Laboratories 
at  Northampton  and  Leicester. 


SECTION  F.  Infectious  Diseases. 

Smallpox. — No  cases  were  notified. 

Enteric  Fever. — In  the  summer  of  1940  a paratyphoid  out- 
break occurred  in  the  district  and  the  centre  of  the  infection  was 
located  in  Kettering.  Twelve  cases  occurred,  eleven  were  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  all  recovered.  In  1943,  two  cases  of 
typhoid  fever  occurred  in  an  Agricultural  Hostel  at  Great  Oakley 
and  both  patients  were  removed  to  hospital.  One  succumbed  to 
the  infection. 

Scarlet  Fever. — The  disease  was  mild  in  type  and  no  deaths 
occurred.  Seventy  of  the  patients  out  of  a total  of  ninety-eight 
cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Diphtheria. — Fifteen  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  during 
the  years  1939-43.  There  were  no  cases  notified  in  1942.  Two 
persons  who  contracted  the  disease  in  1941  had  received  prophy- 
lactic inoculation  one  month  prior  to  the  onset  of  the  disease,  this, 
however,  would  not  allow  sufficient  time  to  establish  immunity. 
Two  of  the  cases  notified  in  1943  did  not  satisfy  subsequently  any 
bacteriological  tests  for  diphtheria.  The  other  case  notified  in 
1943  was  an  evacuee  who  died  from  the  disease. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. — There  was  one  case  notified  in  each 
of  the  years  1940,  1942  and  1943.  One  was  removed  to  hospital 
and  all  the  patients  recovered. 

Erysipelas. — All  the  cases  except  one  were  adults  and  all 
recovered. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. — Five  cases  were  notified  in  the 
period  1939-43  and  all  were  removed  to  hospital.  One  person 
succumbed  to  the  infection. 

Measles. — Under  the  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  Regu- 
lations, 1939,  measles  became  notifiable  in  November,  1939.  There 
was  a marked  rise  in  the  notifications  in  the  winter  of  1943  and  1941. 
Four  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  and  no  deaths  occurred. 
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Whooping  Cough* — One  hundred  and  twenty-eight  cases 
of  whooping  cough  as  against  six  hundred  and  sixty-six  cases  of 
measles  were  notified  during  the  five  yearly  period.  Three  persons 
were  removed  to  hospital  and  one  death  occurred  in  1941  in 
hospital.  This  case  was  not  notified. 

Pneumonia. — Thirty-six  notifications  of  pneumonia  were 
received  during  the  period  1939-43.  No  notifications  were  received 
during  August,  September  or  October  and  the  cases  were  spread 
over  the  remaining  nine  months  with  a preponderance  as  usual  in 
the  winter  months.  Three  persons  were  removed  to  hospital 
and  there  were  three  deaths  giving  a case  mortality  of  8.6  per  cent. 

Dysentery. — Twenty-five  notifications  of  sonne  dysentery 
were  received — Twenty-one  in  1941  and  four  in  1943.  Sonne 
dysentery  is  endemic  in  the  district  and  there  was  a sharp  outbreak 
in  the  village  of  Broughton  in  February,  1941.  The  disease  is 
usually  mild  in  type,  the  symptoms  only  lasting  two  or  three  days. 
Medical  aid  is  seldom  called  upon,  resulting  in  a large  number  of 
undiagnosed  cases.  The  time  and  energy  devoted  by  the  Public 
Plealth  Department  to  the  control  and  origin  of  the  disease  most 
frequently  ends  in  failure.  All  the  patients  were  nursed  at  home 
and  no  deaths  occurred. 

Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis. — One  case  occurred  in 
January,  1941,  which  was  removed  to  hospital  where  the  patient 
recovered.  It  is  now  generally  recognised  that  patients  suffering 
from  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  should  be  admitted  as  soon  as 
possible  to  an  Orthopaedic  Hospital  so  that  the  resultant  disability 
be  avoided  as  far  as  possible.  This  procedure  is  carried  out  in 
the  area. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 
These  regulations  empower  the  Council  to  prevent  persons  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  to  engage  in  the  milk  trade  No  action  was 
taken  during  1939-43. 

Public  Health  Act,  1925,  Section  62,  and  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  Section  172.  No  action  was  taken  under  this  section  whereby 
an  infectious  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  may  be  compulsorily 
removed  to  hospital. 

Ten  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  three  cases  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year  and  there 
were  three  deaths  ascribed  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Tables 
No.  8 and  9 give  the  age  and  sex  incidence  of  tuberculosis  and  of 
deaths  from  the  disease  for  1939-43. 

Government  Evacuation  Scheme. — The  Rural  District 
is  a Reception  Area  under  the  Government  Evacuation  Scheme 
and  the  following  tables  show  the  numbers  of  evacuated  persons 
received  in  official  parties  and  by  private  arrangement  during  the 
the  period  September  1939  to  December  1943.

Details  of  the  numbers  of  evacuees  received  in  each  village 
are  shown  in  Table  5. 

Evacuated  persons  came  in  the  main  from  the  London  evacu- 
ation area,  and  of  the  original  arrivals  in  1939,  40  unaccompanied 
children  and  4 other  classes  remained  billeted  in  the  district  at 
December  1943.  The  return  home  of  mothers  and  accompanied 
children  after  evacuation  at  the  commencement  of  the  war  was 
very  rapid,  50%  returned  within  14  days  of  arrival,  whilst  at  the  end  of 
ten  weeks  only  13.3%  remained.  The  tendency  of  unaccompanied 
children  to  return  was  much  less,  but  nevertheless  there  was  a 
continuous  drift  back  to  the  evacuation  areas  and  out  of  a total 
arrival  of  1,523  unaccompanied  children  from  1939  to  1943  only 
165  remained  at  December  1943. 

The  main  difficulties  encountered  with  the  evacuees  themselves 
were  unclean  habits,  enuresis,  scabies,  impetigo,  abnormal  behaviour 
and  clothing  problems.  The  initial  response  of  householders  to 
take  in  evacuees  was  splendid,  but  difficulties  arose  later  when 
problem  cases  had  to  be  re-billeted  or  when  householders  were 
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asked  to  take  in  children  who  had  been  previously  evacuated  a 
number  of  times.  The  assistance  of  the  Police  was  required  to 
enforce  billeting  in  some  cases,  but  no  prosecutions  were  necessary. 

Tribute  must  be  paid  to  the  work  of  the  village  Billeting  Officers 
and  Billeting  Committees,  who  not  only  solved  the  problems  of 
billeting,  but  attended  to  the  welfare  and  needs  of  the  evacuees 
and  arranged  so  many  social  events  for  their  benefit,  such  as  the 
Christmas  festivities  that  have  been  held  each  year. 

Scabies  and  Impetigo* — A number  of  cases  of  scabies  and 
impetigo  occurred  amongst  evacuated  persons  and  cases  had  initially 
to  be  treated  at  the  billet  or  at  the  school  clinics.  In  1940  facilities 
for  treatment  of  difficult  cases  were  arranged  at  a Ministry  of  Health 
Hostel  established  at  Market  Harborough  and  later  at  the  County 
Council  Institutions  at  Kettering  and  Oundle.  Removal  for  institu- 
tional treatment  was  arranged  from  1940  onwards  for  all  cases 
where  satisfactory  treatment  in  the  billet  was  not  possible.  The 
number  of  admissions  being  as  follows  : —

Bedding  was,  where  necessary,  removed  for  disinfection  to 
the  steam  disinfector  at  London  Road  Hospital,  Kettering. 

Bedding* — Householders  who  required  additional  bedding 
to  provide  for  evacuees  were  issued  with  Government  blankets, 
camp  beds  and  rubber  sheeting  and  up  to  December  1943,  813 
blankets,  96  camp  beds  and  150  yards  of  rubber  sheeting  were 
issued. 

Compensation  for  damage  to  bedding  was  paid  to  ten  house- 
holders. 

Behaviour  abnormalities* — Uncleanliness,  enuresis  and 
behaviour  abnormalities  were  a recurring  problem  with  a number 
of  evacuee  children,  and  difficult  cases  were  removed  to  hostels 
established  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  County  Council, 
a summary  of  the  number  of  cases  being  as  follows  : —

Clothing* — The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  clothing  for 
evacuated  children  is  worked  in  conjunction  with  the  Evacuating 
Authority,  the  School  Authorities  and  the  Womens  Voluntary 
Services.  Initial  difficulties  have  been  overcome  and  the  scheme  is 
now  generally  working  satisfactorily. 

The  Women’s  Voluntary  Services  also  organise  the  Car  Pool 
Service  which  has  been  used  for  the  transport  of  evacuees  on  31 
occasions  up  to  December  1943.
